you may liue, and encreaſe your companies and 
religion. You inſtill Logile and Rhetorike into 
them, that they may be Sophiſters. This, 
that they may deſend any doubt, perſwade falſe 
things, and open the doores to your companions 
amongſt all men, There the truth is ouerwhelmed 
with deceiptfull diſtinctions ſophiſtications, equi- 
uocations, and mentall euaſions ; here it is ouer- 
whelmed with a trimneſſe of words, and with 2 
Ciceroacan * Ard 1 gaue my heart ((aith 
the Preacher) hat 1 might know Wiſdome and Lear- 
ning, and my Erroars and folly. ' 

And not to omit the diuinity, which we he are 
that you teach, you haue a fingular methode there- 
in, (as becommeth<fingular men) by which all of 
your teaching doe expound the Bible philoſophi- 
cally, and Philoſophy like Diuinity; ſo chat Ari 
ſtotle may feed on the flower of their youth, Sathan 
may rightly challenge to himſelſe the reſt thereof. 
O good leſu, liow thefe wicked men doe pretend 
with their Atheiſme thy moſt holy name to the de- 
ſtruction of all mankindꝰ But what boldneſſe and 
raſtmeſſe is it of yours (6 Fathers)? wee will not ſay 
impudency, that you ſhould comeout of the Pulpir 
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(which

(which was beſtowed: vpon you in B ei,) into 
the Court and attempt to adminiſhthe weight and 
worth of his Maieſties letters, by a diuerſe inter- 
pretation, and wreſted explication of the words? 
that you read. Ellas Donat, Catoes Dillikes, the 
Cempendium ol Logicke, or the Epitome of Rheto- 
ricke: when yee diſputed the Letters not confir- 
med by the Pope ;wreſicd from Rodolpſus, by tlie 
vrging & conſtraining of the Bohemians, that you 
taught che ſum of Phiticks, the extract of Metaphi- 
ſiks,abreuiary of the whole world;wheyou ſaid that 
theſe letters were not ſubſcribed of all: Loe wee 
ſweate vnto you, that you had ſtill remained in 
your reſt and quietneſſe, if omirting theſe publike, 
you had conteined your ſclues in your one 
private matters, and in the meane time (being fo 
buſicd} had better indoctrinated the children: So 
it falleth out as often as any tranſgreſſech the limits 
of his profeſſion, and ſo, I know not by what de- 
ſtiny he is iuſtly puniſhed for his curioſity : Nature 
hath ginen to all men tobe happy, if ary kaew how to 
vſe it. VVho alſo had this ſaying, Le: enery one re- 
maine within his owne fortune, 
Moreouer, O Fathers, you haue drawne to you 
wonderfull goods: and that you might be ſtill dai- 
ly more wealthy, you were come to that height, 
chat leauing your prieſtiy function, you were not 
aſhamed to intrude your ſelues into the ſecular go- 
uernment.

ſtroyers of thekingdome, which cuſtome of yours 
ſecmes very feeble. For the Kings of the gentiles 
beare rule: and they which haue power ouer them 
are liberall: But you not ſo, it is your part not to 
reigne, burto vſe the rod, and to ſhake the feruloe 
within the territories of your kingdome. This we 
chinke belongeth to you (6 Farhers) that wee may 
ſpeake truely. It is one thing ro weaken, another 
Sing to entreat, this belongeth to you. It is one 
thing to obey, another thing to command; that 
belongeth to you. It is fitting to keepe prieſis in 
the ſtate of humility and obeyſance. We (6 good 
Fathers) but that you goe in an ourward ſhew and 
title of holineſſe, which hath a ſhadow of vertue; 
would by theſe relations call your vile company, 
wicked, adulterate, to whom it is pleaſant to de- 
ceiue: they had rather haue a great name, then a 
good name: vhile they cannot beknowne by their 
vertues, they deſire to beknowne by their wicked 
neſſes. The end of your actions doth declare that, 
which is, to bring in ſubiection not oneſy cheſe two 
Kingdomes, but the waole Rom ine Empire; yea all 
2 whole world to che Spaniſh and Rowiſh bon- 
age.

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La ir is not the leaſt amongſt the greeuances of 
the Hungarians , for which you are driuen out 

of that Kingdome , namely that by your helpes and 
perſwaſion truce is made betweene the Turtes and 
our men: oncly that the ſtrength of the houſe of 
Auſtria might be kept whole and ſound for the 
rooting out of all Heretikes (as you terme them) 
out of Gremany. And hereupon you ſtirte vp a 
Biſhop elſewhere in the City, that he would build 
a fottreſſe or to ver, to the hurt of his potent neigh- 
bour; and to the diſproſit of all profeſſors of the 
Goſpell. The loue of the Dsblines elſewhere kee- 
peth no meaſure amongſt the counſailers, whom 
ou diſgrace and ſtaine with a Portugallike libera- 
fry. Whereupon one profeſſor of the Goſpell is 
exceeding miſtruftfull co another: and although 
they ſeeme to encline to friendihip, we know not 
what hand oftentimes doth cauſe contention. O 
ſtrife, © cruell ſtrife ; 6 ſtrife ſprung from the furies 
and hell ic ſelfe. All excellency of true profefſours 
of the Goſpell is by you troden dowae, and (be- 
hold che Authars of diſcord ) is come to nothing.

Your letters 
proclaime this, your plots and ſtratagems in Com- 
matam, andelſewheredoe proclaime it. For your

blood · ſucker of your owne order in the yeare of 
our Lord, 158 2. ſpake? but that we knew it was one 
of the Emperours houſe , we ſhould haue ſworne it 
had bin written in Caucaſuu.

Where 
ou intrude your ſelues, you make your ſelues 
Lara Roma , Which the Preacher foreſee- 
ing, ſaith, Iſaw the ſeruants riding, andthe Prin- 
ces walking on foot, like ſeruants. Martiages alſo 
are contracted amaneſt ſome (of which you aie 
the authors) without the conſent. of parent .: they 
talke of this in euery townepillage,and company in 
Flanders, Italy and Germany, Youſteale away their 
eldeſt ſonnes ; France doth witueſſe this. Vou take 
away theit onely ſonnes from their Parents, that 
27 may atterward be poſſeſſors of theis goods, and 


o reliene and help your owne companies. And this 
is your ſure Valcaus ſhicldy by whiclr you were fo 
noted, that Spaine did vrge you to change theſe 
your wicked praQiſes;that che elders of the families 
might be ſecute from you inuauons.

Pliny (I belecue) foreknewe this your religiouſ- 
neſle , laying, Many doe feare an ill report, fewe 
an ill eonſience. But you deale warily, in that you 
are not aſhamed to teach o > thre bb- 
iect to no gouernment inthe world but to the Sea 
of Rome. Who therefore ſhall iudge you in theſe 
coaſts?

You teach the youth for nothing ; but for ne- 
thing? This appeares by your Religious houſes; 
by the moſt Princely ely Theaters in them: 


on which you haue Comedies acted, ful of a poeti⸗ 
cal or Heatheniſſi delights; How faith is not to be 
— with Heretikes; How Euangelicall faith is to 
rooted out with Lauber and Caluin, and ſuch like 
things, that you may bee the better ccaboldned, 
you ſpend whole daies with your Scholers in 
theſe delights & pleaſures; and the nights alſo doe 
ou paſſe ouer on this wiſe: you are become ſo 
brazen faced through theſe your doings, that 
ſhortly you may learne to bee quite ſhameleſſe. 
Hence it is no maruell that you are Winebibbers, 
Effeminate, ſtately, and full of 2 Your 
Schollers bring you Gold as much as they can; 
that they may nener ouerloade you. Is vertue to 
be gotten after money? Wee let paſle to ſpeake 
of your companions in certaine well ordered Ci- 
ties; that one example of Father Swares ſhall ſuf- 
fice you, which we commit to your moyſt memo- 


ry in theſe things. But who are they whom you

teach for nothing? Are they poore? truely no; 
they are Heires of great riches and large Poſ- 
ſeſſions. Theſe will not ſuffer your Society to 
want for riches. 'We wonder that you know not 
theſe things. You know many things, and doe 
you not know yourſelues? The ſumme of Phi- 
loſophy bids; Know thy ſelfe, So no man know- 
eth how much he knoweth not. You read Daves 
in Terence, but you doe not ſee how you diſturbe 
and confuund all things, You reade of the Gi- 
ants in dr. but how you your (clues doe wage 
Warre with heauen and all the gods, youdoe not 
know. You reade of the Cyclops in Faripides , but 
you ſee not how you feare neither God nor mar. 
Truely it is more then Cymmerian darłneſſe you 
are in; vnleſſe you happily imitate Socrates, who 
knew onely this, that he knew nothing. But why 
doe wee proſcqute theſe things with ſtile and 
words? One thing we adde of thoſe huge ones, 
before we bring in the Concluſion. You leſuits 
were meere oluſes, who ſent your boyſterous 
Northerne and Eaſterne windes vpon this age, 
and the whole Romane Empire: that you might 
onely obtaine the moſt curſed ende of your Se, 
namely, the Monarchie of the whole world, and 
ſubiect all the Kingdomes of the World to the 
Sea of Rome.
